Primary Goal: ensure coverage for the full continuum of

• Expand coverage for inpatient services to IMD settings to 
primarily treat opioid use disorder or other SUD

• Create coverage for residential services (per diem payment)

• Expand coverage for addiction recovery management 
services
– Increased utilization of peer recovery specialists/coaches
